focus attention on the possibilities 
of developing and increasing all 
phases of international business." 
Invitations will be issued to for- 
eign trade representatives, bankers, 
businessmen, commercial attaches 
from embassies and government offi- 
cials. 


One day will be devoted to "ex- 
posing overseas guests to the area's 
economy with seminars, tours of 
universities, research and develop- 
ment companies and orientation on 
the important role our region plays 
in the development of new products 
and new ideas." 


The second annual High School 
Residential Seminar on the Far 
East, planned for April 16, 17, 18, 
by the MINNESOTA WORLD AFFAIRS 
CENTER and co-sponsors MACALESTER 
COLLEGE and the AMERICAN ASSEMBLY, 
will "bring together gifted high 
school seniors so they might dis- 
cuss current issues in American 
Foreign policy." 


The sponsoring organizations 
hope "that this outstanding event 
wil) be repeated in other parts of 
the country in order to identify 
promising young people in this field 
and to interest them in college prep- 
aration for careers abroad or for re- 
lated vocations." 


Grants from the Hill Foundation 
of St. Paul and the Winton Fund of 
Minneapolis have made the second 
seminar possible. 
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The newest of 12 professional 
schools. of the UNIVERSITY OF PITTS- 
BURGH is the Graduate School of 
Public and International Affairs 
under the immediate direction of 
Dean Donald C. Stone. Besides 
university and United Nations ex- 
perience, Dean Stone has held top 
government positions, including 
the executive directorships of both 
the Economic Cooperation Adminis- 
tration (now ICA) and the Public 
Administration Service. 


The concentration in inter- 
national affairs is designed for 
students concerned with diplomatic 
service, governmental agencies con- 
cerned with foreign affairs and ser- 
vice overseas, international organi- 
zations, service in central economic 
and policy planning agencies, inter- 
national business operations, or with 
education for international affairs. 


An additional concentration is 
proposed in Community and Voluntary 
Organization Affairs. Pending the de- 
velopment of a full curriculum on this 
concentration, individual courses are 
offered to part-time students, which 
deal with the organization and admin- 
istration of voluntary associations, 
their place in the community, and 
the social and political implications 
of their work.

The UNITED NATIONS publishes an annual UN Economic Survey of Latin America, 
supplemented by a semi-annual Economic Bulletin for Latin America, containing up- 
to-date reports on general economic situations as they emerge. ‘PRE ECONOMIC COM- 
MISSION FOR IATIN AMERICA (Santiago, Chile) also issues reports on its conferences 
and on special studies it undertakes. 

These are in addition to material on Latin America included in regular publi- 
cations of the United Nations and of its Specialized Agencies which range from 
statements by representatives of Latin American governments and statistical data 
to general reports on social and educational developments. 

All this material, listed in the United Nations Documents Index, may be con- 
sulted at UN Depository Libraries throughout the United States (a list of these 
libraries in the United States is available from the UN or from the WORLD AFFAIRS 
CENTER). Many publications may be obtained through the INTERNATIONAL DOCUMENTS 
SERVICE of Columbia University.

The IBEC RESEARCH INSTITUTE, established in 1950 to increase production of 
basic agricultural products, carries on fundamental horticultural and agronomic 
research, principally in the tropics and sub-tropics, with emphasis on Venezuela 
and Brazil. Using the latest scientific knowledge, the Institute adapt and 
develops techniques and practices uniquely suited to the conditions and crops 
of the areas where it is working. In Brazil concentration has been on the in- 
provement of production of coffee and beef, in Venezuela on rice and corn. 


In 1957 the IBEC Research Institute was merged with the AMERICAN INTERNATIONAL 
ASSOCIATION FOR ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL DEVELOPMENT, another non profit research or- 
genization founded by Nelson A. Rockefeller and his brothers. 


Besides the agricultural research and application function of the IBEC Research 
Institute, the American International Association has a number of other programs 
including: rural rehabilitation, industrial teacher training, popular education, 
and mass information services. AIA undertakes its programs jointly with local 
governments and agencies in o~der to "set up channels for a continuing flow of 
technical advice." 


Support for AIA programs in Venezuela is provided by five oil companies op- 
erating there: Creole Petroleum Corporation, Compania Shell de Venezuela (Shell 
Caribbean Petroleum Company), Mene Grande Oil Company, International Petroleum 
Company, Ltd., and Socony-Mobil (Vacuum) Oil Company de Venezuela.

GENERAL FEDERATION OF WOMEN'S CIUBS is concentrating on rural community devel- 
opment and rural public health in Mexico and Colombia. 


American and Latin American LIONS CLUBS have joined forces to improve education, 
with U.S. clubs providing brick-making machines, school supplies and vocational 
equipment, and local clubs undertaking the investigation of need and the training 
of teachers, to enable commmities to build and staff their schools. 


The AMERICAN 4-H CLUBS FOUNDATION, through its People-to-People branch, is 
this year launching a pilot project in Mexico which they hope will spread through 


20 countries. The American groups are sending tools to companion groups which 
reciprocate with handicrafts. 


Through CARE, the YOUNG DAIRYMEN'S LEAGUE OF NEW YORK provides appropriate 
material aid to rural youth clubs in Colombia. RURITAN NATIONAL, a rural youth 
group largely in southern United States, undertakes similar activities. 


The AMERICAN MEDICAL WOMEN'S ASSOCIATION concentrates on "children of the poor- 


est families" in Bolivia, chosen by careful on-the-spot evaluation. Provision of 
polio vaccine receives major Association emphasis.

Many U.S. businesses have also set up programs of personalized cooperation 
through CARE. One such enterprise is that of NATION WIDE INSURANCE whose employees 
have, through payroll deduction, undertaken a two year Central American program to 
improve health through education and to raise levels of productivity through better 
equipment. 


Many industries work throuth CARE and the BUSINESS COUNCIL FOR INTERNATIONAL 
UNDERSTANDING, establishing a business-to-business partnership, the American company 
providing the tools and the Latin American company the time and energy to set up 
workshops and organize training programs. A Junior Achievement Program to provide 
self-improvement opportunities to able young people has been set up in Mexico and 
may serve as an example for expansion throughout Latin America. Among industries 
cooperating with CARE and the BUSINESS COUNCIL are PROCTOR AND GAMBLE, The MUTUAL 
SERVICE INSURANCE COMPANY and CONTINENTAL CAN COMPANY. 


Labor 


The Inter-American Regional Organization of Workers is a division of the INTER- 
NATIONAL CONFEDERATION OF FREE TRADE UNIONS. According to Daniel Benedict, Director 
of Education for the ORIT-ICFTU, now on a trade union mission in South America 
jointly sponsored by the AFL-CIO and the ICFTU, the challenge to the free trade 
unionists of the Americas is to organize and train "the fellow workers to build 
solid, representative and capable institutions that will be a bulwark of dynamic 
democracy and social progress in our countries." 


United States trade unions are actively cooperating with the ORIT in Latin 
America through financial support and the sharing of organizational know-how. 


In 1958 the ORIT elaborated a program of education and organization which 
includes: 

1) The encouragement of part-time week-end or week-long schools close to the 
workshop, capable of giving basic training in techniques and in the spirit of 
democratic trade unionism. 

2) The development of short courses and eventually of longer term residential 
schools for effective intensive training of capable trade unionists, serving larger 
areas. 

3) The utilization of various international trade union gatherings to further 
its educational work through informal and directed exchange of experiences. 


4) Cooperation with various UN agencies in advancing the cultural and social 
level of the working people.

with the American Republics, authorized 
by S. Res. 330, of July 31, 1958. 


The Resolution calls for an objec- 
tive evaluation of the present state of 
United States relations with Latin 
America as the basis for specific 
recommendations on legislative action 


by Congress. 


Seven specific studies will be 
undertaken by private research firms 
on contract basis on 1) Post World 
War II Political Developments, 2) Prob- 
lems of Economic Development, 3) Com- 
modity Problems, 4) U.S. Business and 
Labor in Latin America, 5) U.S.-Latin 
American Economic Relations, 6) The 
International Communist Movement and 
U.S.-Latin American Relations, 7) Pub- 
lic Attitudes Affecting U.S.-Latin 
American Relations, 8) Problems of 
Defense, 9) The Organization of Ameri- 
can States, and 10) Organization of 
the United States Government for Deal- 
ing with Latin American Affairs. 


Study #4, "U.S. Business and Labor 
in Latin America," will “examine the 
size, character, and rate of U.S. 
private investment, the business prac- 
tices of U.S. companies in Latin 
America, and the respects, if any, in 
which these practices differ from those 
followed in the United States." The 
study "will consider the role of U.S. 
labor and its relationships with Latin 
American labor." 


Study #7, "Public Attitudes...." 
"will examine the many factors, both 
governmental and private, affecting 
the attitudes of the peoples of the 
Americas toward each other. It will 
deal with the broad range of hemispheric 


cultural relations, including inter- 
American exchanges in the fields of 
literature, radio, music, art and 
education." 


The Subcommittee on American 
Republics Affairs will seek the views 
of private citizens with Latin American 
experience, particularly businessmen, 
news correspondents, university pro- 
fessors, and officials of private founda- 
tions or other private institutions. 
Hearings will begin later this year.

A seven point plan for strengthen- 
ing inter-American solidarity sent by 
President Kubitschek of Brazil to 
President Eisenhower in May, 1958, has 
become the point of departure for several 
technical studies now being made by the 
“COMMITTEE OF TWENTY-ONE" of the ORGAN- 
IZATION OF AMERICAN STATES. 


The plan, referred as "Operation 
Pan America,” concentrates on economic 
measures and calls for: 

1) increased private investment 
in underdeveloped areas. 

2) inflation control 

3) easy-term development loans 
from the U.S. including establishment 
of an Inter-American Development Bank. 

4) price stabilization for raw 
materials. 

5) consideration of a Latin 
American common market and of regional 
trade agreements. 

6) evaluation of the impact of 
the European Common Market on Latin 
America. 

7) increased technical assistance. 


An agreement in principle has been 
reached on the formation of a new Inter- 
American Development Bank, and a special- 
ized committee of the OAS, composed of 
economists from the twenty-one member 
countries began, in January, to work on 
a draft charter.
